This is in response to the Restriction Rcquiremenit dated March 16, 2005. The EAaminer 
contends that the applieation contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species 
of the claimed invention: Species A, Figures 8 - 14, Species B, Figures 15 17» Species C, 
Figures 29 - 32, and Species D, Figures 33 - 35, The Examiner admits that at least Claims 1 and 
4 are generic. Pursuant to MPEP §806.05(c) and 35 U.S.C. §121 the Examiner requires 
restriction between the disclosed species and identification of the claims readable thereon. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of this restriction. The maiority of the 

claims are generic, and the remainder of the claims cover more than one group. Essentially, 

Applicants contend that Claims 1-4 and 8 - 15 are generic, while Claims 5 - 7 arc directed to 

Figures 29 - 35 (Species C and D). As is stated in the Description of die Drawings, 

[0021] Figures 8 lo 21 illustrate various cross-sectional and lop views of 
embodiments of the present invention having a core/insert of material, or hollow 
or filled cavities, with the core/insert disposed at various locations, with various 
geometries.... 

[0027] Figures 28 to 32 illustrate various embodiments of possible 
substiatc geometries for the substrate of the present inv<mtion. 
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[0028] Figures 33 to 35 illustrate various embodiments of possible core 
geomelries for the storage media ofthc present invetntion. 

In oibcx words, these figures are not limited to the materials for the core or substrates. . . Most of 
the claim elements can be applied to any of the embodiments covered in these figures. The 
restriction is not appropriate. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the restriction is respectfully 
requested. 

In order to meet the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §1,143, Applicants hereby provisionally 
elect Species D. which, as can be seen above, includes Claims 1-15, wi&out prejudice.
